TOUCHING TRIBUTE TO GENERAL GRANT 


President Cleveland and Several Members 
of the Cabinet Review a Pro- 
cession in New York. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

New Yorx, May 30.—Decoration Day 
being a legal holiday, all the banks, ex- 
changes and down-town offices are closed, 


and the city has much the appearance of 
a holiday. The Seventh Regiment, while 
marching from ‘their armory to the posi- 
tion they were to occupy in the proces- 


sion, paraded past General Grant’s house. 
The General stood at his window and re- 
viewed the regiment as it filed past. He 
had on a skull cap and was unsupported 
by his canes. When Colonel Voss was 
abreast of the house he saluted the Gen- 
eral, and the latter lifted his right hand 
and ‘returned the courtesy in military 
fashion. When Reno and Gilso posts 
passed the house, their band playing 
‘Atlanta to the sea’’ the General was 
visibly affected. 

New York, May 30.—The entire city to- 
day presented a holiday appearance. 
Flags fluttered from many public and pri- 
vate buildings. The streets, especially 
along the ronte taken by the 
were filled with people, and large crowds 
were gathered in the public squares. All 
the monuments in the squares were dec- 
_orated with flowers and bunting. The 
procession of the G. A. R.and accompany- 
ing regiments started at about 11 o’clock 
and marched down -to the grand 
stand, where the President and 
his friends reviewed it. General 
Shaler rode at the head of the 
first division of the National Guards. All 
the officers saluted the President and he 
deffed his hat. Then followed different 
posts of the Grand Army of the Republic 
with their invited guests im Carriages. 
Among the prominent veterans present 
were Generals H. E. Davies, Henry A, 
Barnum, John Cochrane, “Chas. P. Stone, 
Daniel E. Sickles and Edward Jardine. 
The Fire Department was also represented 
in the procession. At the grand stand, 
besides the President and Secretaries 
Whitney and Endicott, were Postmaster 
General Vilas, General Hancock, Mayor 
Grace and General Doubleday. 

New York, May 30.—The Academy of 
Music was filled in every part to-night 
during memorial services. President 
Cleveland was greeted with most en- 
thusiastic cheers when he made his ap- 
pearance, General Hancock, who was 
with him also, cordially received Mayor 
Grace.. General Sickles and many social 
celebrities were on the platform. 
The programme consisted of music 
by the United States band, singing by 
the New York Vocal Union and several 
soloists,, then an oration by Senator 
Evarts, and several addresses. It was 
nearly 9 o’clock when the exercises began. 
Rev. John R. Paxton offered prayer. 
Mayor Grace made an address in which 
he paid a warm tribute to the memory of 
the dead soldiers, and Senator Evarts 
spoke for an hour. - 

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND PARTICIPATES. 

New York, May 30.—President Cleve 
land breakfasted at Secretary Whitney’s 
home this morning. Shortly afterwards 
General McMahon arrived with two 
coaches. The General and the President 
entered one carriage and Secretaries Endi- 
cott and Whitney the other and they drove 
to the Windsor. Hotel. There they were 
met by a delegation from the G. A. R. and 
escorted to the grand stand, where the 
President was to review the parade. 
While at the hotel no cards were sent in 
to the President. It is believed he will 
leave town Sunday afternoon.

| SATISFACTION. 


Eugiand, Peaceful and Happy, Cele- 
brates Whitsuntide., 

Lonpon, May 30.—To-day is the dullest 
news day London has had for months. 
There seems to. be nothing going on worth 
even talking about. All the statesmen 
whose actions generally furnish the staple 
political news, except Gladstone, are 
away enjoying the Whitsuntide holidays, 
and the Premier is resting even from 
talking. The Liberals seem to be satisfied 
with the Anglo-Russian situation. Con- 
servatives appéar to be crowing over it. 
It is generaily believed among politicians 
that Russia has agreed ‘to allow the Af- 
ghanistan claims to both Zulficar and 
Muruchak. It does not appear, however, 
that the Czar has agreed even provision- 
ally toany treaty binding him fo refrain 
from further advances. Many _ efforts 
have’ made to secure from him such 
an agreement. and this failure tends to 


strengthen the conviction that Russia 
has ‘simply ‘‘dickered” in order to 
gain time, and that she 
is determined to continue her progress 
southward. The Conservatives find in 
this state of affairs a subject for denounc- 
ing Gladstone's management of the dis- 


pute. TheTory papers declare that un- 
less Russia gives England a guaranty 
against further advance southward, 


coupled with a pledge to respect the inde- 
pendence of Afghanistan, there can be 
no probability of any desirable peace. The 
general public, on the other hand, seem 
to place most inplicit confidence in Glad- 
stone’s statements that peace is assured. 
Under the prospect held out by t as- 
surance a general improvement is going 
on among the industries of tha country.

The Premier managed, it is said, to 
have him invited to Dublin to attend the 
meeting of the commission on housing 
the Irish poor as a ministerial visitor to 
the Irish capital. Sir Charles, of course, 
became the guest of the Viceroy at Dwb- 
lin Castle, and the hope was that Earl 
Spencer would be able, by showing him 
the Irish situation in some new light, to 
at least mitigate his opposition to the 
Government’s ‘announced pragramme on 
the renewal policy. But it seems that 
Earl Spencer’s missionary work has been 
in vain, and Sir Charles returns to Lon- 
don perfectly intractable. The result will 
undoubtedly be a backdown on the part 
of the Government, which will probably 
get oat of its dilemma by introducing a 
harmless renewal bill to remain in force 
about a year. There can hardly 
be a doubt now that the Marquis of Hart- 
ington Secretary for War, the other min- 
isterial holiday visitor to Ireland, found 
himself, on a personal examination of the 
Irish situation, unable to justify the 
Government’s attitude on the renewal, 
and that this fact lies.at the bottom of the 
indisposition which he gave as the reason 
for cancelling all hisengagements to make 
speeches thrgughout the Ulster district. 

Irish papets of Nationalist sympathies 
deplore the alieged attempts to discredit 
the National League in America by at- 
tacks on Eagan, t®easurer of the old 
Land League of United Ireland. Par- 
nell’s organ appeals to the friends of all 
factions in the Irish cause to display 
more good will and energy, the exercise 
of which qualities, it says, made the 
Irish in America so potent in the struggle 
between England and Ireland a few years 
ago.

California Fruit in New York. 
New York, May 30.—California fruit 
has been a prominent feature of fruiters’ 
stocks this week. There have been cases 
of peaches from the vicinity of Santa Bar- 
bara that sell readily at $3 and $5 a case, 
hoiding from 75 to 100 peaches. They 
are picked green, but get a chance to 
ripen on the journey, which takes seven 
days. Apricots are worth $2.50 and $4 
per box, containing about 300. Cherries 
from Loz Angeles sell for $3 for a 20- 
pound case. White currants from the 
Pacific coast, 20c.a pound. In the East 
strawberries are still the only fruit that 
has ripened.

| THE APACHES. 


They Begin to Skip Over the 


TWO BANDS ALREADY SAFE IN MEXICO 


Not An Indian Captured—How Many Sol- 
|. ediers Captured Is Not Known—No New 
Depredations Reported. 


d 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Urry, N. M., May 30.—Although 
the Indians have apparently left this im- 
mediate vicinity many fresh trails are dis- 
covered in the country about here. The 
trails are small, indicating that the bands 
have broken up and are wandering 
through the country, doubtléss seeking a 
way of escape. The people are thorougly 
aroused and it seems ithpossibie for the 
Indians to get back to their reservation. 
If they fail to find a way of escape to 


Mexico the campaign will probably last 
two or three months. The most of the 
squaws and children are believed to have 
gone south while bands of bucks kepé the 
attention of the troops elsewhere. Cow- 
boys discovered the bodies of four Indians 
killed by Bnriting and Haynes, covered 
with stones in Mogollon creek. A man 
named Watts, in from Twin Sisters’ Peak, 
was guide for the troops from Fort Bay- 
ard yestetday. When near Wilson’s 
Cafion he became separated from the 
command. He encountered a small band 
of Indians who cut off his retreat. The 
latter: gave chase and fired, killing his 
horse. He escaped to the fort on foot, 
leaving-the troops in pursuit. The In- 
dians were seen near Georgetown yester- 
day, and fresh signs are seen at the cross- 
ing.of the road between here and Bal- 
lard’s Peak. It is supposed to be the 
‘largest band of kostiles. Reports come 
of killing in other sections, but none in 
this vicinity. Mexican troops are gather- 
ing on the border waiting for the hostiles 
to cross. The present is the most bloody 
and bold raid made in many years. The 
Indians are going through well-settled 
sections where perfect immunity from 
attack was felt. 
‘SOCORRO AROUSED. 
GALVESTON; May 30.—A special to the 
News from El Paso, Texas, says: ‘“‘The 
residents of Socorro, N. M., are becoming 
greatly alarmed for their outlying mining 
aud ranching districts. Money is being 
raised to equip a company of cowboys to 
pursue Geronimo. A train left. here to- 
night for Las Cruces, N. M., where it will 
pick up Major Fountain and ninety men, 
who will go at once to the relief of Lake 
Valley, which is threatened by Apaches.- 
A STAMPEDE OF ;MINERS AND PROSPECTORS. 
San Francisco, May 30.—The Chron- 
icle’s Lordsburg (N. M.) special says: 
The Indians have caused a general stam- 
e and miners and prospectors from 
Gold Hill, a new mining district in the 
Burro range, about twelve miles north- 
east from this place, ‘yesterday. The 
Apaches weréin the timber country, only 
two miles from Gold Hill. Less than one 
week ago there were over 150 miners and 
prospectors in the district. To-day all 
are safe at the railroad with fhe exception 
of four or five from San Francisco, who 
were to inspect a mine. Parties left 
here well armed to escort them in. Al- 
together, as far as heard from, the In- 
dians have murdered seventy-five people; 
with many families of ranchmen along 
their trails to the south of this place yet 
to hear from. The citizens here are hold- 
ing a meeting for the purpose of organiz- 
ing and equipping the cowboys to raid 
the Apaches. Itis now two weeks since 
the Indians broke from their reservation, 
and not one has even been captured. How 
many soldiers have been captured by the 
Indians in not known. 
OVER THE BORDER. 
Deminc, May 30.—Nine of Geronimo’s 
band of Indians have.succeeded in cross- 
ing into Mexico. A band of twenty-five 
crossed the Southern Pacific track a few 
miles west of this place yesterday, -uéad- 
ing for Mexico. They followed§ the old 
trail over which Indians have fassed on 
their raids into Mexico for, years. The 
soldiers were camped about seven miles 
from the trail for several days, notwith- 
standing the fact that they kuew the In- 
dians would truvel_ om the sid trail to 
reach Meyico.” ey could have killed or 
aptured fthe entire band.
